Providence, R. I., Sept. 4.—The rep­ 
resentatives of both the prosecution 


and defense in the case of Mrs. Eliza­ 
beth Tiffany Blair Mohr, accused by 
three negroes of having hired them 
to kill her husband, spent the early 
part of the day strengthening their 
cases. 
Bearington police are searching for 
two men, who, it is understood, had 
overheard a 
conversation 
between 
tw'o motorcyclists on the night of the 
shooting. 
Two of the negroes stated 
in their confessions that they had 
gone to the scene of the murder on 
motorcycles. 
A denial that they had conspired 
to the murder of Dr. Mohr was made 
this morning to the Associated Press 
by George W. Healis, Henry Spellman 
and C. Victor Brown, the three ne­ 
groes who. according to the police, 
had previously confessed that they 
had killed the physician at the insti­ 
gation of Mrs. Mohr. 
The denial wms made in the county 
jail of Bristol, where the negroes are 
confined. Healis, the chauffeur of the 
doctor’s car, was the spokesman for 
the trio, but Brown and, Spellman sig­ 
nified their consent to everything that 
was said. 
“Tell the people,” Healis said, “that 
we are innocent and that we believe 
Mrs. Mohr knew nothing of the crime. 
We have never signed a confession, 
and anything that wTe may have said 
to I he Providence police w as said in 
a joking way, or while we wrere angry. 
“Dr. Mohr has been threatened by 
several prominent people of Provi­ 
dence. I found a letter in his car from 
a man residing on Elmwood avenue, 
in Providence, in w'hich he threaten­ 
ed the doctor and stated that if he 
did not cease his attentions to his 
wife, he would fill him with lead.” 
Healis declared that the doctor's 
car wras followed on the night of the 
murder by another automobile, and

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GOOD ROADS H E L P SCHOOLS 


Improved Highways and Schoolmaster 
Are Two Greatest Forces for 
Advanced Civilization. 


Women are keenly interested in the 
schools. 
The country having 
good 
roads nearly always has good schools. 
They go together. Where children are 
forced to cross fields to avoid mud 
holes in the highways the school is 
lsually hardly worth keeping open. It 
has been said that “the two greatest 
forces for the advancement of civili­ 
zation are the schoolmaster and good 
roads.’’ 
Bad roads in this country are said 
to be responsible for a loss of a bil­ 
lion dollars a year. 
This affects the 
transportation, m ercantile and indus­ 
trial interests as well as the purely 
agricultural interests. • This loss in 
dollars does not take account of the 
isolation that is caused by the same 
reason, 
Many wfomen in 
country are

roads.

are unable to see to the marketing of 
the farm products. 
They are unable

tions.

As the country ages and the fertil- 
fty of its fields becomes exhausted its 
appreciation of 
the sheep will in­ 
crease. 
Early maturity is an important qual­ 
ity to consider in selecting sheep. 
W hether you are keeping sheep for 
pleasure or profit, your desires will 
be fully met if your flock is of supe­ 
rior quality. 
A strong sheep does not absolutely 
need to be a large one, in fact a ma­ 
jority of the strongest sheep are me­ 
dium sized. 
Sheep do not interfere with, but 
fit nicely into modern farming. 
Sell the aged ewes to a butcher be­ 
fore the pastures dry up. 
Sell the fat lambs as soon as they 
are fit, and give those left a better 
chance. 
One or two gentle ewes should be 
left with the lambs to keep them gen­ 
tle. 
Sheep that are in any way diseased 
should never be retained ftfr breeding 
stuck, no matter bow good a fleece or 
iamb they may produce. 
Good lambs are money-makers.

The pullets that have begun to lay 
or give promise of early laying should 
be housed away from the old stock. 
Pullets require more food than old 
hens, and if the hens and pullets are 
kept in the same house and fed to­ 
gether, either the old hens will eat 
too much and thus get too fat to lay, 
or the pullets will get insufficient food 
to keep up egg production and main­ 
tain bodily growth at the same time. 
If housed together, the old hens w ill 
fight the pullets and keep them in a 
constant state of fear which will 
diminish or retard egg production. 
If the farmer has but one poultry 
house, the young stock can be sepa­ 
rated from the old by merely running 
a wire partition through the middle 
of the house.

He Is An Enthusiastic Advocate of 
Good Roads, and Urges Upon His 
Neighbors the Necessity 
of Getting Buty. 
Nothing About Them 
to Break 


Washington, I). C.t Sept. 4.— Samuel 


Compere, founder and 
president 
of 


the 
American 
Federation of Labor, 


gave out for publication 
oday some 


interesting historical matter on the \ 


I 
observance of Labor day. 


“ Undoubtedly the first suggestion 


of setting apart a day in each year to 


be observed as Labor day,” said Mr. 


Oompers, “ was conceived by the late 
P. J. McGuire, who was at that time 
secretary of the United Brotherhood 
of Carpenters. 
The 
suggestion 
oc­ 
curred during the period when the 
Knights of Labor was in existence, P. 
J. McGuire being a member of that 
organization. 
“ W riting for the American Federa- 
tionist in 1902, P. J. McGuire had this 
to say: 
“ ‘Pagan feasts and 
Christian 
ob­ 
servances 
have 
come 
down to us 
through the long ages. 
But it was 
reserved for this country, and for the 
American people, to give birth to La­ 
bor day. 
In this they honor the toil­ 
ers of the earth, and pay homage to 
those who from 
rude 
nature 
have 
delved and carved all the comfort and 
grandeur we behold. 
“ ‘More than all, the thought, the 
conception, yes, the very inspiration 
of this holiday came from men in the 
ranks of the working people, men ac­ 
tive in uplifting 
their 
fellows 
and 
leading them to better conditions. 
It 
came from a little group In New' York 
city, the Central Labor Union, which 
had just been formed, and which in 
later years attained widespread influ­ 
ence. 
“ ‘On May 8, 1882, the writer made 
the proposition. 
He urged the pro­ 
priety of setting aside one day in the 
year to be designated as “ Labor day,*’ 
and to be established as a general hol­ 
iday for the laboring classes. 
He ad­ 
vised the day should 
first 
be 
cele­ 
brated 
by 
a 
street parade, which 
w’ould publicly show the strength and 
esprit du corps of the trade and la­ 
bor organizations. 
Next the parade 
should be followed by a picnic or a 
festival in some grove, the proceeds 
of the same to be divided on the semi­ 
co-operative plan.’ 
“ It was further argued Labor day 
should be observed as one festal day 
in the year for public tribute to the 
genius of American industry. 
There 
were other worthy holidays represent­ 
ative of the religious, civil and m ili­ 
tary spirit. 
But none representative 
of the industrial spirit, the greatest 
vital force of every nation. 
He sug­ 
gested the first Monday in September 
of every year for such a holiday, as 
it w’ould come at the most pleasant 
season of the near, nearly midway be 
tw’een the fourth of Ju ly and Thanks­ 
giving and w'ould fill a wide gap in 
the chronology of legal holidays. Many 
wrere the cogent reasons he advanced 
and at once the idea was enthusias­ 
tically embraced. 
“ The first Labor day parade and 
festival of the Central Labor Union 
of 
New' 
York City on September 5, 
1882, 
wras 
simply an imposing suc­ 
cess. 
From that day on, it became a 
fixed institution in the United States, 
observed today in every city of the 
land. 
The plan was next endorsed by 
the annual convention of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor, and the gen­ 
eral assembly of the Knights of La­ 
bor. 
It spread rapidly from city to 
city and from town to town. 
City 
councils anj state legislatures took it 
up and made it a legal holiday, until 
finally, June 28, 1894, it became a na­ 
tional holiday by act of congress, 
“ The initial action 
taken 
setting 
apart one day in the year on which to 
review the activities and beneficial 
influence of organized labor occurred 
at the afternoon meeting of the third 
day of the fourth annual session of 
the Federation, October 9. 1884, the 
convention being held in Schloesser’s 
Hall, Chicago, IU. The resolution ere 
ating Labor day wras 
introduced 
in 
the convention by A. C. Cameron, ; 
delegate 
from 
the 
Chicago Trade* 
and Labor Assembly, and was as fol 
low's:

The recent action of one of the leading churches of 
thi3 nation, in annual convention, demanding that the 
laymen vote only for candidates for office w'hose views 
coincide with those of the clergy on one of the leading 
political issues, and direct and indirect efforts of other 
church organizations to interfere writh the freedom of 
the ballot, make one of the greatest perils of this age, and 
present a problem that should receive thoughtful con­ 
sideration of both laymen and citizens. 
Suckling babes may well squirm 
in their 
cradles 
when 
ministers 
in 
convention 
assembled 
release 
the 
hearts of men and grab them by the throat, for Chris­ 
tianity has broken down, religion has become a farce and 
the pulpit a failure. 
When the church substitutes forco 
for persuasion, command for conviction and coercion for reason, the sheriff 
had as w'ell pass the sacrament, plain-clothes men take charge of the altar 
and policemen bury the dead, for w'hy a church? 
It is as dastardly a crime against government for a minister to under­ 
take to deliver the votes of his parishioners to a candidate, as it is for a 
ward heeler to deliver a block of votes to a political boss, and both ought 
to be prosecuted, for tho law’ should be no respecter of persons. 
It is as objectionable for a convention of ministers to seek by canonical 
law to control the votes of church members as it would be for a convention 
of manufacturers to issue orders for their employees to vote for a certain 
candidate. 
Such conduct is offensive to decency, business morals and a crime 
against society. 
Any convention, whether composed of saints or sinners. 
rich or poor, white or black, that seeks to prostitute power and coerce con 
science ought to be broken up by the police and its leaders arrested foi 
treason. 
A crime by any other name is a crime just the same. An ecclesiastical 
roDo cannot sanctify treason, authority to preach does not carry with it 
license to become a political ringster, or the right to teach us how to pray 
give a permit to tell us how’ to vote. 
No man in joining the church should 
sacrifice Im citizenship, forfeit his constitutional liberties or subordinate his 
duty to the state. 
The earth many times ha*' been drenched with the blood 
of our forefathers fighting to throw off the ecclesiastical yoke from the state, 
and the suggestion of a return to these medieval conditions with their horror 
and their torture should not be tolerated for a moment. 
Laws should be passed prohibiting any preacher, or combination of 
preachers, from delivering or attempting to deliver their membership or 
congregation to any candidate for office, and suitable legislation should be 
passed preserving the sanctity of the pulpit from political vandalism. 
It is 
as much a menace to church and state for a politician to occupy the pulpit 
as for a minister to preach a political sermon. 
He has no more right to 
preach his politics from the pulpit than a teacher has to teach his politics 
to hts pupils. 
A preacher cannot make political trickery righteous by usage 
any more than he can make profanity respectable by practice. 
It is one 
of the ironies of fate that a preacher may become a scandal as well as a 
glory to civilization.

Tells W hat Was Done Last Year and 
W hat It Is Hoped to Do This Yea '

The schools of Sedalia will open 


Tuesday, September 7th, and it is es­ 


timated that approximately 3,500 boys 
and girls will be enrolled. 
On the 
opening day last year more than 3,Ojo 
pupils were enrolled the first day. We 
hope to increase this number m ater­ 
ially this year. 
Last year we enrolled 3,612 pupils 
and had an average attendance of 2,- 
902 for the nine months. 
These 3,612 
attended 538,670 days, or an average 
of only 148 days for each pupil. 
If each pupil enrolled had attended 
the entire term of 180 days our num­ 
ber of days attended would have been 
655,560, an increase or 116,890 days, 
and this would have increased the at­ 
tendance quota for the schools of this 
city about $341.72. 
The final reports of the principals 
to the superintendent last year show 
that a much larger number of their 
pupils attended school without loslns 
a day than ever before. 
In order that 
the 
organization of 
the schools may be effected as speed­ 
ily as 
possible, the pricipate and 
teachers ask that all who can do so, 
shall enroll on the cpening day. Sin^e 
the state apportions its school money 
on the basis of the actual number of 
days attended by each pupil, there is 
an additional incentive for early en­ 
rollment and regular attendance. The 
tw elve schools in the city are located 
as follows:

FEED FOR MILK PRODUCTION 


Common Cows Frequently Capable of 
Returning Larger Yield Than That 
Secured by Feeders. 


(By T. L. HAECKER. Minnesota E x­ 
periment Station.) 
Common cows are frequently capa­ 
ble of producing a much larger milk 
yield than the average feeder se­ 
cures from the average common cow'. 
For ten years back we have always 
had a number of cows with no dairy 
heredity in the dairy herd at the uni­ 
versity farm. 
The average of 23 year­ 
ly records of these cows is 5,000 
pounds of milk and 222 pounds of but­ 
ter. 
The value of 222 pounds of butter at 
.27 cents a pound is equal in round 
numbers to $60. 
The average com­ 
mon cow of this state produces a re­ 
turn yearly of but $46. 
She is. there­ 
fore yielding $14 a year less than if 
given the same care and feed that the 
cows in the university herd received.

A bull’s training must be started 
early.

London, Sept. 4 —^A Belgian refugee 
professor, who buried his entjrp for 
tune, consisting of $250,000 worth of 
stocks, bonds, jewels, gold and plate.

1914 by probably IOO Missouri coun­ 
ties which have immense deposits of 
these substances, announces Commis­ 
sioner John T. Fitzpatrick,*of the bu­ 
reau of labor statistics in advance in­ 
formation 
from 
the 
1915 Missouri 
Red Book. 
Most of the sand came 
from the beds of the Missouri and 
Mississippi rivers; being removed by 
dredges, chiefly operating in front of 
St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph, St. 
Charles, Hannibal, Jefferson City and 
Boonville. 
While some of the gravel 
came from the river most of it was 
taken from gravel pits. 
The 1914 output of sand and gravel 
was slightly lower than that of the 
year 1913, when 4,126,126 tons, worth 
$1,109,233, were sold, the decrease be­ 
ing due to a falling off in building. In 
1915 immense quantities of sand and 
gravel were used in the foundation of 
the new capitol building, 
and 
this 
work being finished there was no call 
from Jefferson 
City 
for 
sand 
and 
gravel on such a huge scale as in 
1913 and no other huge structures ere- j 
ating such an extensive demand were 
put up anywhere in the state in 1914. 
A bulletin dealing with sand and 
gravel ordinarily is a very dry topic, 
but when attention is called to the 
fact that Missouri holds seventh rank 
for its annual output of these road 
and building materials, 
interest 
is 
aroused. 
The vast quantity of gravel 
w hich was hauled by farmers and road 
constructors and dumped on to Mis­ 
souri’s public highways 
is 
not 
in­ 
cluded in the preceding figures, for 
the reason that this material is ob- 
tainee ‘ e n stream and gravel pits 
close lo where the road work is being 
done and therefore it really has no 
I market value. 
The glass factories of

and Crystal City and those on 
i the outskirts of St. Louis consumed 
160,19u tons of white sand in 1914, 
paying $112,484 for the same and in 
turn put this material on the market 
in the shape of plate glass, window 
glass, bottles, glassware and similar 
commodities, w’orth $5,00,000, 
Missouri foundries 
in 
1814 
con­ 
sumed 53,837 tons of molding sand, 
worth $26,656, most of this sand going 
into St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph, 
Springfield and Joplin, where most of 
the molding establishments are to be 
found. 
The production 
of 
building 
sand, amounted 
to 
1,788,277 
tons, 
worth $541,741. 
It can safely be an­ 
nounced that the larger cities con­ 
sumed most of this variety of sand. 
Grinding and 
polishing sand to the 
amount of 102,568 tons, worth $54,263, 
was used by manufacturing establish­ 
ments which do w’ork of this nature. 
The 
fire 
and 
furnace 
sand 
sold 
amounted to 4,486 tons, worth $1,800, 
and engine sand, 43,519 tons, worth 
$15,872. 
About 30,327 tons of paving 
sand, worth $6,485, was used in the 
construction of roads and pavements 
by Missouri cities . The quantity of 
gravel placed on the market amount­ 
ed to 1,321,639 tons, the same selling 
for $257,827. 
Missouri’s supply of sand is inex­ 
haustible. 
Practically the same can 
be said of gravel. Lead and zinc smel­ 
ters of Jasper, St. Francois, Madison 
and one or two other counties annu­ 
ally turn out several million tons of 
chat, the same being employed for 
road construction in those counties 
and also used for ballast by railroads.

Christiania, Norway, Sept. I.—Nor- 
ian ship-owners complain bitterly 
against the practice of English war­ 
ships in forcing Norwegian vessels 
bound for Norway to put back to a 
British port. 
In many cases these 
Norwegian ships have been outside 
of the war zone, and, on their being 
forced to return to British ports, they 
have been the victims of German sub­ 
marines. 
Had the vessels been left 
alone by the British ships, they would 
have reached their home port safely. 
Protests from Norway to England 
have been met by the answer that the 
British government w’ill hold itself re­ 
sponsible for Norwegian shipping that 
is treated in this manner, but the Nor­ 
wegian owners continue to see their 
ships destroyed. 
The question has become especially 
acute since the Norwegian-American 
line steamer 
Trondhiemsfjord 
was 
torpedoed by a 
German 
submarine 
July 31. An English cruiser had stop­ 
ped the steamer, put a prize crew* on 
board and directed the vessel’s course 
to Kirkwall, when the torpedoing oc­ 
curred. 
The Norwegian press, com­ 


plaining against the British admiralty, 
asserts that the steamer was loaded 
in New York under the supervision 
of three Inspectors from the British 
consulate, 
who 
sealed 
the 
ship’s 
hutches, and among the ship’s papers 
was an affidavit from the consulate 
to the effect that the ship had no 
other cargo than what 
the 
papers 
showed. 
Aside from this, the Norwegian gov­ 
ernment had guaranteed that possible 
contraband wohld not 
be 
reshipped 
from Norway to -any of the belliger­ 
ent countries. 
Notwithstanding this, 
the ship was seized, prize flag hoist­ 
ed and the unlawful prize was direct­ 
ed toward Kirkwall. The chief of the

Some Sedalia People Have Learned 
How to Get Relief. 
Manchester, England, Sept. 4.— In 
Cheshire and Lancaster, counties on 
the w'est coast, the fanners rely large­ 
ly on Irish laborers for the harvesting 
of their grain crops, but this year the 
supply of this labor has been seriously 
depleted by the departure of most of 
the laborers for Ireland, in order to 
escape the national register. 
The farmers gave the laborers ev­ 
ery possible assurance that the regis­
